derſtood. Chritt giving his Do&rine in Parables, fo often us'd that Paraboli- 
cal .dmonirion, He that hath Ears to bear, let him hear : And when Chriſt 

-faid to tis Diſciples, not underſtandirg the Parable of the Sower, thongh 
he had not then «xvonnded it ; Underſtand ye not thes Paraile ! How then will 
ye underſtad all Parables ? Mark 4. He imp'ied thereby, There would be 
givea in his Word, many, and very dark Parabs; and yetthat All Scri- 
pure Iarables o.ight tobe underſtood by Chriſtians, thcugh not expound- 
ex, 9:2. by Search. and Compare with other Scriptures; and ſo they may 
be underſtood, elle ir could nor be our Duty to underſtand them. 

Now Ali Prophetical, Hierogliphick Emblems and Figures, particularly 
thoſe of the Revelation, are Prophetical Parables, and ſo oughtto be ſearch'd 
and underſiood, and may be, as other Parables. Chriſt theretore Seven 
Times together uſes that very Parabelical Admonition he us'd in the Goſpels, 
He that hath an Ear, let him hear, c.
